even a quarter carat stone, they like to 
stand with the others and gloat over the 
riches set there to tempt th« purses of 
those who have plent>’. 
In every such 
crowd, almost invariably yota will find 
one or two men who make much of the 
diamond pins or rmgs they wear.

This 
pardon, the father of Ferguson intimates 
that he will oppose, but in a letter to The 
Star declares that he favors the pardon 
of James Forsha, who aided in the killing 
of Ferguson’s son. Forsha was senterKed 
to eighteen years' imprisonment and is 
now m the Jefferson City penitentiary.

Bailey, Forsha and William Moon were 
union hackdrivers. 
In March, 1904, in 
the hackdrivers’ strike here, they belonged 
to what was called the “wrecking crew,*' 
organized to prevent non-union men from 
taking the places of union men and to in­ 
timidate them as far as possible. 
Early 
the morning of March 19 these three, in 
company with Gertrude Biggs, went to 
the Coates house and called the Landis 
livery barn, ordering

When they

His sentence was later commuted to life 
imprisonment, 
Forsha was sentenced to 
serve eighteen years in the penitentiary. 
The evidence showed that he had a knife 
ahd brass knuckles and assaulted Fergu- 
">on. 
Moon, who was unarmed, was sen­ 
tenced to two years in the penitentiary.

The reccivrrship for the Great W estern 
Ag ency conipnny, followed by the reor* 
g anization of the Great W estern Life In­ 
surance company, has come as the culmi­ 
nation of a long series of protests and 
criticisms from the conservative life in­ 
surance ag ents of Kansas City. 
Following a thoroug h ex amination last 
autumn by the insurance depjirtment of 
Missouri some of the methods of the in­ 
surance company were censured and pro- 


on all insurance written up to 1918. This 
made a total tax of |2 a thousand in ad- 
oitiou to the ordinary ex penses of run­ 
ning the business. 


When this class was filled the company 
was ready with a new.' one. 
In the new scheme the rakeoff was only 
twenty-five cents on each $ 1,000 of insur­ 
ance for fifty years. This advantag e, too, 
was limited to the first IS millions of in­ 
surance. 
So an additional burden of 
twenty-five cents was added to the cost of 
each $ 1,0(X] of insurance. 
Thus, the btirden up to 1918 was to be 
$ 2.25 and after that date $ 1.25 for each 
$ 1,000 of insurance. 
.MI these ex pedients -were finally held by 
the insurance department to be tinsound 
and so were discontinued. They were dis­ 
criminatory and they involved a burden 
for which no compen.sating service was 
done. 
The company defejnded them on the 
g round that they constituted the best way 
to g et new business rapidly and that 
while ex pensive they were justified by re­ 
sults. 
The methods from the first were op­ 
posed by the local org anization of insur­ 
ance men as based 
on 
bad principles. 
These insurance men .say that the com­ 
pany’s cry of persecution is unwarranted 
by the facts. 
Now C. S. Jobe« has been appointed re­ 
ceiver for the holding company, the Great 
W estern ag ency, and the Life company 
has been reorg anized with J. B. Cauie of 
Abilene as its president

Life, the relations of 
which with the Great W estern .Ag ency 
company were not clearly known by the 
public.

Ag ency company was a holding org anua- 
tion, that in some in» t.mces it controlled 
the affairs of the insurance company.

The Great W estern Insurance company 
was incorporated in April. 1907 
In order 
to raise money it at once resorted to a 
device which is g enerally reg arded as an 
unsound insurance method and which was 
abandoned on a protest from Mr, V an­ 
diver. 
It issued more than 2,0(W so-called an­ 
nuity certificates at $ 150 apiece. The com­ 
pany g uaranteed that for the first ye.ir 
they would j» roduce an inct^me of R per 
cent. 
Later the salesmen estimate« ! that 
they would earn as hig h 
m 100 or even 
300 per cent throug h the rakeoff on in­ 
surance in which thev would particip.ite. 
They were divided into four classes of 
500 each. 
Each class was to receive 
twenty-five cents on every $ 1,000 of in­ 
surance written for the nex t fifty years.

Accord in g to the estimate of those who 
have mad e the most careful stud y of mu­ 
n icipal govern men t for every d ollar hon ­ 
estly an d wisely in vested , an other d ollar is 
wasted or otherwise misapppropriated be­ 
cause there is n o 
respon sibility on the 
part of an yon e In particular to see that the 
city fun d s are jud iciously expen d ed . 
Therefore, the people are assessed n ot 
on ly to meet this overexpen d iture; they 
mn st also pm two d ollars in the city treas­ 
ury for every on e upon which they get an y 
kin d of rettims. 
For the $100,000 that the taxpayers are 
assessed , with in terest they received , per­ 
haps, $^,000 of actual value. 
It is n ot the d ishon esty of officials, n ec­ 
essarily, that creates such a con d ition . It 
is what John MacVicar of Des Moin es, in 
an in ter\flew in The Star recen tly d esig­ 
n ated as “the d ishon esty of the system ” 
The establishmen t of in d ivid ual respon ­ 
sibility an d accoun tability would preclud e 
the last probability that such a con d ition 
could arise 
un d er Commission govern ­ 
men t. 
But if it d id , the Commission er 
himself would be liable upon his $10,000 
bon d an d the taxpayers would lose n oth­ 
in g. 
Un d er the presen t ward represen tation 
system, which n either establishes respon ­ 
sibility n or exacts accoun tability, the tax­ 
payers must bear the burd en .

Old age is a subject in which we all 
feet a d irect an d person al In terest sin ce 
those of us who are n ot alread y old are 
certain to become so if we go on livin g. 
Deep d own In his In n er con sciousn ess, 
every human bein g d oubtless hates the 
thought; an d even when in the full tid e 
of youth or In mid d le life, he fecis at 
times a cold fear grippin g at his heart as 
if someon e had said : 
“Wait just a little while an d you will 
be sittin g in the chimn ey comer, quite out 
of the race, quite past the age of all 
achievemen t an a n o lon ger of atty use." 
It is true that mod ern life is pushin g 
back the period of old age. A man of 40 is 
to-d ay much yon uger than was the man of 
40 a cen tury ago, an d a woman of 40 is 
a girl compared with the Puritan d ame at 
twoscore years. 
But, n on e the less, we 
kn ow that old age still waits for us, even 
though it waits a little lon ger; an d most 
of us are secretly in d read of it, because 
we thin k that It will cripple our activities. 
For this wid espread n otion the poets 
are In part respon sible, with their melan - 
cholv men tion of "the sear an d yellow 
leaf.' 
If we look upon record ed facts, 
however, old age n eed n ot be either sad 
or barren of achievemen t. 
A man who 
is soun d of min d an d bod y d oes n ot reach 
his full maturity un til his fortieth year, 
just as a woman d oes n ot reach her full 
maturity before the age of 30. The three 
d ecad es which succeed the fourth ought 
in the case of the n ormal man , to be the 
most fruitful on es of all.

Car­ 
ried off the field , an d retreatin g with his 
beaten army, the splen d id old sold ier lost 
n ot an atom of his courage.

An equally con scious an d more mod em 
example is foun d in the career of Hel- 
muth von Moltke, the Dan ish bom Prus­ 
sian gen eral It was n ot un til the sixty- 
fourth year of his life that Moltke’s n ame 
wa* kn own outsid e of army circles. 
Through all those years he had plan n ed 
an d organ ired for the victories that were 
to come when even ts should have ripen ed 
in to opportun ity. 
Aid ed by Coun t von 
Roon , himself a man of 60, he had forged 
the sharp blad e which was fo set Prussia 
at the head of Europe. 
The first test 
came when Prussia an d Austria massed 
their armies un d er Moltke an d swept 
over Den mark in an Irresistible tid e of 
bayon ets. This was but a small affair, a 
mere trial of the weapon . 
Two years 
liter, i’russia faced Austria, an d in a 
seven weeks’ campai^ Moltke’* cen eral- 
ship brought the empire of Fran z Josef to 
Its very kn eea. 
Pour year* later « till, Moltke led the 
Gemian host* to the con queat of Fran cc, 
which un til then had been regraid ed as 
the first military power of Kurope. In all 
that year of war he practically n ever lost 
a Rattle; n o on e of «11 his complicated 
plan s wen t wron g. 
Not sin ce Napoleon 
had the world seen so great a sold ier as 
this veteran of 70. Even then he d id n ot 
cease from his activities, but remain ed un ­ 
til his eighty-eighth year at the head of 
the German army, actin g besid es as chair­ 
man of the committee of n ation al d efen se 
—a post which he retain ed un til his d eath 
at the age of 9\.________

min ister at 61, an d held a cabin et port­ 
folio at 77.
